Inthe space between these massescla 
and fine gravel have become embedded. 
Into this the miner proceeds a foot or 
more, where the pay, streak stops. No 
one has yet gone down to the solid 
bes of rock, so we cannot say what 
migh tbe found below the so-called 
bed-rock To burn the hole requires 
about three weeks time and a goo! deal! 
of labor, the wool having sometimes 
to be hanled upwards of half a mile 
on a hand-sied. At least three men 
are required, two to work in the hole 
and one to cook and cut wood. When 
bed-rock is reached ‘drifting is com- 
menced. Large fires are built which 
thaw all round in a lateral direction. 
Much of this thawed gréund is unpro- 
fitable and is shovellei to one side in 
the hole. The rest is taken to the 
surface and dumped. Drifting is con- 
tinued until twenty or thirty feet are 
obtained from the original shatt, when 
anotier is sunk, and the drift continu- 
ed from this. In April or May 1 run- 
ning water enters the holes to such an 
extent that further drifting is stopped. 
The miners then begin cutting places 
for the erection of dams, cutting 
ditches and other work necessary to 
the prefer sluicing of the dump. This 
may take five, six or more weeks’ work. 
As soon as the water runs freely and 
the sun obtains sufficient force to 
com- 
merneced. The dirt is thrown into a 
series of boxes which fitinto one anoth- 
er in telescopic fashion, and have an 
inclination of about three inches to the 
foot. What are termed ‘riffles’—a ser- 
ies of bars half an inch or more apart— 
are placed at the bottom parallel with 
tha direction of the boxes. A stream 
of water projected into the boxes wash- 
es the dirt downwards into a pile at 
the lower end termed ‘tails.’ The 
coarser gravel of course rattles over 
the riffles into the tails. The finer 
particles with the gold falls in between 
the riffle bars, and are held there, and 
when the riffle bars are chocked they 
are lifted out and the contents gath- 
red in a box and cleaned. This is 
what is meant by the expression ‘a 
clean-up.’ In one instance an Eldo- 
rado clean-up yielded eighty pounds of 
old, or about sixteen thousand dol- 
ars, but the yield of the whole dump 


/ was Only a hundred and ten thousand 


dollars, and this was the result of the 
labor of nearly half a dozen men for 
several weeks through the winter. 


‘From this description it will be seen 


that mining on the Yukon is a more 
complex operation than anywhere else 
in the world, probably. Nowhere else 
does the question of firewood hecome 
such a prominent factor. The mines 
could not be worked without firewood. | 
it is possible that in the early future| 
steam Will be resorted to for the thaw- 
ing of the ground, and being more 
local in its effects than fire, couid be 
confined more to the pay streak, and 
would be free from the canger of suf- 
focation, as with firewood. { have 
discussed this with the miners to some 
exient, and probably next winter steam 
will be tried, the only deterrent now 
being the enormous freight chargeson 
anything like machinery. Until we 
have much better facilities for the 
transport of freight, an attempt at 
quartz mining would involve a very 
large outlay. Wages are also excess- 
ively high, but given afe wmore creeks 
like the Kiondike and Indian Creek and 
these things will rapidiy right them- 
seives. No doubt an easy and favor- 
able route into that territory will be 
determined on during the coming 
winter.”

Mrs. Elizabeth Gill is the woman 


cobbler.of New York city. Her litt!e 
shop is in the basement of 23 North 
Moore street. It was there, surround- 
ed by tools and hammering away ona 
pair of men’s shoes, that she spoke of 
her work. 

“I was born and raised in 
ampton, England, and began to make 
shoes when I wag six years old. Ev- 
erybody made shoes in North- 
ampton and children began at an 
early age to sew on straps. I began 
just as other children, but as I had a 
taste for the work I learned sooner. 
When L was 13 I madea pair. of 
shoes for my mother. They fitted well, 
and she wore them for more than a 
year. But,” here Mrs Gill shook her 
head and sighed, “we used leatherin 
those days. All shoes had good, solid, 
honest leather soles at the bottom. 
They gave satisfaction to the buyer 
and the makers could take pride in 
every stitch of the making. 

“About the time [ was grown a 
friend of mine who had come over to 
this country to work returned home 
on a visit and begged me to come 
back with her. I didn’t mind, so I 
isked her if [ could make a living 
if I came. She laughed and said I 
could make twice as good a living 
here as there. So I came. We land- 
ed in New York July 4, 1268, late of 
an evening, about 8 o'clock. 

“When I first came over, IT made 
uppers, first by band and later by ma- 
chine. 1 earned from $10 to $20 a 


week in that way: then when I came 
home at night, T often mended a pair 
of shoes. Those were the days when 
you got $1.50 for mending and _half- 
soling. You see, I made a_ lot of ox- 
tran money in the evenings.

ty-one shillings a week, and when [ 
made that I thought I 
markab!y well. for those were the 
wages of first-clas¢ mer with trades, 
such as carpenters.
